S an F bakcisco, March 16th.—The Green­ 
back Central Club, comprising the Green­ 
back Ward Presidents and leading Green- 
backers of the city, met this evening, and 
with great unaminity adopted a series of res­ 
olutions indorsing the assassination of the 
Czar of Russia as an act of self-defense 
against mcnarchial injustice, and extending 
the heart and hand of sympathy to their fel- 
low-republicans of Russia, and especially to 
those sublime patriots who, in consummation 
of the holy act, have sacrificed themselves 
upon the altar of their country’s liberty. A 
resolution censuring President Garfield and 
Secretary Blaine for having forwarded “ con­ 
diments” to the family of the Czar, and 
eulogizing the man who threw the glass ball 
of science as more worthy of being classed as 
a patriot than Marcas Brutas, the assassina­ 
tor of Cseíar, was laid over one week. The 
presumption is that the objection to the 
“ condiments” arose from a disinclination of 
the drawer of the resolution to sauce thf 
Czar’s family. 
The Coroner’s jury, in the case of General 
Upton, returned a verdict of suicide due to 
an overtaxed brain, the result of the expected 
failure of the work in which he was engaged. 
In the Kalloch case this afternoon testi­ 
mony was taken to impeach the character of 
Horan, one of the witnesses for the defense. 
B. F. Wardell, bookkeeper of the Chronicle, 
testified to finding, after a careful examina- 
ti n on the morning after the shooting, five 
bullet marks in the Chronicle office. K H. 
Linforth, a carpenter, on the evening of the 
shooting, found only four bullet mark*. Wm. 
Patten, an architect, testified to a similar 
number of bullet marks. The testimony of 
these witnesses was to show that there was 
no bullet mark in the wall of the office where 
De Young’s shot, as described by Clemet- 
shaw, would have struck. After some im­ 
peachment of witness Barry, the Court ad­ 
journed.

PRESENT CONDITION OF JAPAN. 


The American Consul-General in Japan, 
T. B. Van Buren, recently sent the De­ 
partment of State an elaborate account of 
the present condition of that Empire, and 
from which we give the following parti«u- 
lars : The soil of Japan is a vegetable 
mold from two to ten feet in depth. 
The 
highest temperature during the last nine 
years was 93° and the lowest 22*. 
The 
average number of rainy days in the year is 
ninety-seven. Contrary to former usage, 
farm lands are held in fee simple. 
A new 
judiciary system is now in operation, by 
which the rights of the poorest people are 
protected. Although society has lost much 
of its former patriarchial character, the 
authority of the father is greater than 
among the Western nations. 
The number 
of elementary schools in the Empire is 
25,4c0, with C9.G25 teachers, and it is 
believed that another decade will see 
a useful education within 
the reach 
of every laborer. 
While there is much 
licentiousness among certain classes, the 
wife is almost invariably true to her hus­ 
band. 
All the carriage roads of the coun­ 
try would not measure over 1,000 miles, 
and they are not good ; but the sea, the 
rivers and the canals afford cheap trans­ 
portation. The horses and cattle combined 
do not number 2,000,000 in all the land. 
Houses are all built of wood, on aocount of 
earthquakes, and the average number of 
occupants is less than five to each house, 
and city houses are less crowded than those 
in the country. 
The fuel used is charcoal, 
wood and dried grass. The raDk of the 
farmer has undergone no change since the 
time of the Tycoon, when his position was 
next to the governing class. 
Within the 
past two years deliberative local assem­ 
blies have been established, to which 
the farmers are admitted who have paid 
a tax of §10. 
The area of land nnder 
cultivation is about 12,000,000 aci .j, the 
tillage most thorongh, and the annual 
wages generally §35 and board. 
The 
farmers are very kind to their men, and 
nearly all of them can read, write and 
keep their accounts. 
The average value of 
land is $200 per acre, upon which is a tax 
of §5 per aore. 
Rice is grown in all the 
sixty provinces of the empire, with an 
average yield of $40 per acre. The rice, 
tea and silk farmers are the most prosper­ 
ous. 
Of wheat 38,000,000 bushels were 
raised in 1878. 
The yield of tea in 1878 
was 00.000,000 pounds, and of silk, in 
value, §31,250,000. 
Cotton is grown, but 
the quality is not good. 
All artisans, like 
the farmers, are held in high repute. 
Porcelain is manufactured in ail the prov- 
iiiccs, an annual product of about $3,000,­ 
000. 
Physicians do not charge lor their 
visits, bnt onjy for their medicines. 
In 
former times the Japanese “ had no call” 
for lawyers. 
Fish are abundant in all parts 
of the empire and salmon are most abun­ 
dant. 
The principal source of revenue is 
a tax on land, and the estimate for the 
present year ¡3 about §55,000.000. 
The 
totaf amount of paper money in circula­ 
tion is about §140,000,000, and this is a 
calamity from which the empire is greatly 
suffering at the present time. 


HOW 
A 
RESOLUTE 
YOUNG 
GERMAN 
ENDED 
HIS 
LIFE. 


One of the most novel cases of suicide 
ever reported occurred on Tuesday night 
in Flatbush. 
Philip Truscbtl, an 18 year- 
old gardener, crawled head foremost into 
the furnace used to heat the green-houses 
of his uncle, Louis Schmutz, in Clarkson 
street, Flatbush, and was roasted to death. 
Truschel came to this country about a year 
ago, and was employed by his uncle, who 
intended to train him as a florist. 
The 
young man was quiet and studious, and 
w hen his day’s work was finished ho was 
accustomed to spend his evenings reading. 
He frequently spoke of the burden of life, 
and said that he did not think life was 
worth living, but his associates did not 
suppose that he contemplated suicide. 
It 
was part of Tiuschel’a duty to keep the 
fires burning in the green house furnace. 
On Tuesday evening, Truschel and Al­ 
fred Dernesy, a fellow-laborer, were read­ 
ing together in the greenhouse just over 
the entrance to the furnace. 
Truschel 
seemed as composed as usual, and said 
nothing to indicate that he meditated self­ 
destruction. 
There was a strong heat in 
the furnace, and as the place was close and 
warm Dernesy became drowsy and dropping 
his paper fell asleep in his chair. 
He 
awoke about 10 o’clock, and found Trus­ 
chel still reading his newspaper. 
Dernesy 
then went into the other greenhouse and 
again fell asleep. 
When he returned he 
missed his companion, and went about 
calling for him. 
As he got no answer he 
concluded that Truschel had gone to bed, 
and he determined to fix the furnace and 
go to bed also. 
Upon approaching the furnaoe be saw 
the legs of Truschel protruding from the 
door of the furnace. 
He at once polled 
the body out. The upper part was charred 
almost beyond recognition. 
The furnace door is so small 
that 
Truschel must have crawled ia, forcing his 
way with his hands and feet. 
This he 
could not have done without burning his 
bands severely. 
There was a high bank of 
hot coals, which must have burned his 
flesh before be was asphyxiated by the 
gases. 
I n . searching the green-house a 
card was found which contained the fol­ 
lowing, written in German 
F latk su, Marah 1, 1(31. 
Cioo l by to all. 
And if any one is tired of lile as 
I am, he need only do as 1 1» about to do.

Coroner Keller held an inqaest yester­ 
day. 
Alfred Dernesy 
testified that 
Truschel had often said that if he had a 
pistol he would shoot himself. 
He also 
spoke of hanging himself. 
Louis Schmuta tsstified that he had 
heaid Truschel say that he would shoot 
himself if he got a ehaDce, but the witness 
thought that he was fooling. Mr. Schmutz 
identified the handwriting upon thu card aa 
that of his nephew. 
The jury decided that Truschel had crept 
into the furaace while temporarily insane.

THE MAHONE BARGAIN. 


We cannot see in the change of base 
made by Senator IIalione any canse for 
congratulation. It is freely alleged that 
he has m»dc his bargain with the Republi­ 
cans, and that this bargain includes the 
surrender to him of the federal patronage 
in Virginia. Now Senator Mahone is the 
leader, in his State, oi a faction calling 
themselves U.adjusters, but who are in 
fact Repudiators. These people advocate 
the swindling of the State’s creditors ; un­ 
fortunately a too common Southern^ pol­ 
icy. If therefore the Administration of 
I’resident Garfield gives tho federal patron­ 
age of Virginia to Senator Mahone, it fol­ 
lows that the Administration is giving its 
aid to support the doctrine of repudiation. 
Thus we have two very serious faults. In 
tho first place it must he admitted that 
President Garfield would have lost very 
little time in forgetting the promise of his 
inaugural address if he should hand over 
the patronage of a State to one of its 
Senators in order to further a purely 
partisan arrangement. 
In the second 
place President Garfield would render 
himself liable to the accusation, by doing 
this, that he had separated himself 
altogether from the financial record and 
principles of Congressman Garfield. The 
latter was known as a stanch advocate of 
honest finance. IIo was the uncompromis­ 
ing foe of repudiation in all its Protean 
forms. Can it then be believed that he 
lias consented to a bargain which, for so 
purely partisan an object, hartera away 
both the public interest in the civil service, 
and his own consistency on questions of 
finance ? If this is indeed the case, it will 
have to be acknowledged that the Repub­ 
licans have paid an extravagant price for 
Sen i tor Mahone's vote on organization, and 
it must be doubted very seriously whether 
the game will in the end pay for the can­ 
dle, It is iu fact our humble opinion that 
it would have been much better to let the 
Democrats organize the Senate, than to de­ 
feat their plans at so lamentable a cost. 


WHAT NEXT? 
The New York Times is responsible for 
the statement that it is becoming fashion­ 
able to put wigs upon children, and that if 
a particularly fine head of hair is seen on a 
child nowadays, the presumption that it is 
false will be very strong. The follies of 
Fashion are no doubt inexhaustible, and 
the very last thing exhibited by Fashion is 
taste.. It does not require to be said that 
to make children wear wigs is disgusting 
and revolting as well as ineffably silly, 
but denunciation never yet suppressed an 
imbecility of this character, and if it is 
once understood that wigs for children 
are en regie, thousands of women will 
no doubt hasten to follow the ridiculous 
and pernicious fashion without a thought 
or a care for the consequences. If, 
therefore, it is found a few years hence 
that boys nnl girls just entering their 
teens are becoming liable to baldness, the 
public will understand that this is due of 
the inevitable results of wearing wigs in 
infancy. The recurrence of these customs, 
which only find parallels for intelligence 
and civilization on the banks of the Zam­ 
besi or Congo, tend, morever, to cast serious 
doubt over the theories of the sociologists 
and philosophers who maintain that the race 
is constantly improving in brain power. 
Between women who. are capable of dress­ 
ing their children in wigs, and women who 
bore holes in their noses for rings and 
stick bone plugs in their lower lips, there 
may be a physical distinction, but assuredly 
there can he little or no intellectual differ­ 
ence. 


As the case of Memphis is just now 
being cited infercntially as a bright and 
shining example, which Sacramento would 
do xyqll t0 follow, we propose to give some 
account of what that city has done, 
and to eIiow what is thought of its con­ 
duct elsewhere. Many years ago the city 
of Memphis borrowed money to assist in 
the building of railroads. The railroads 
were built, and they brought prosperity to 
the city. But when the people of Mem­ 
phis had obtained all the advantages to be 
derived from these improvements, they 
began to grow restless under the obliga­ 
tions they had contracted, and listening 
to evil and dishonest counsels they ca«t 
about for some way of evading their re­ 
sponsibilities. As other cities have done 
under similar circumstances, they first 
allowed the payment of interest on their 
bonds to default. After some years of 
shuffling they compromised the defaulted 
interest account by an issue of new bonds. 
Then they began to default again. Then 
they brought pressureito hear upon their 
creditors, and by threats and persuasions 
got them to accept a compromise of fifty 
cents on the dollar. No sooner had this 
compromise being arranged than they re­ 
gretted it, and at once began the old plan 
of defaulting. 
The dishonest policy 
into which they had drifted inevit­ 
ably led them much further than 
they bad at first anticipated. 
The 
repudiation of half their obligations neces­ 
sarily suggested a more complete repudia­ 
tion. Bat as the city charter hound them 
to pay their debt9, and as there was no es­ 
cape so long as that charter was in exist­ 
ence, they went to the Legislature and ob­ 
tained the passage of a bill abolishing their 
charter, and at the same time they secured 
the enactment of a new instrument consti­ 
tuting the city government a “ taxing dis­ 
trict,” and guarding against all future re­ 
turn to honest courses by providing ex­ 
pressly that the city authorities should not 
recognize the old debt in any way what­ 
ever. A more thorough-going piece of mu­ 
nicipal rascality was in fact never devised. 
It was in effect an open notification to all 
the world that the people of Memphis 
were rogues and swindlers. There was ab­ 
solutely no excuse for the infamy. The 
city has an assessment roll aggregating 
-520,000,000, and it has been estimated 
that a tax of It per cent, would have cov-i 
ered all the necessary expenses of the gov­ 
ernment, including the payments on the 
debt. But the people of Memphis had 
been seduced into the downward path, 
and they could not arrest their descent un­ 
til they had fully consummated their shame 
and dishonor. 
It has been very justly observed by a 
Southern man whose indignation has been 
aroused by this municipal swindle, that 
“ this novel and ingenious legislative repu- 
“ diation is without precedent even in the 
“ most advanced inventions of fraud, and 
“ is in utter derogation of common hon- 
“ esty. It not only exercises the power 
“ forbidden by the Constitution, of im- 
“ pairing the obligation of contracts, but 
“ it actually prohibits the salutary action 
“ of the Courts in the exercise of man- 
“ damus to compel official action by tax­ 
a tio n where judgments have already been 
“ recorded in the State and Federal Courts, 
“ legal remedies never before questioned 
“ under any form of government.” In 
fact the United States Circuit Court de­ 
clared tho legislation referred to unconsti­ 
tutional, and appointed a receiver to take 
charge of the property of the bankrupt 
city. Under an appeal to the Supreme 
Court this decision was set aside, and it is 
this decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Memphis case which is just now be­ 
ing referred to as a justification for the 
perpetration of similar knaveries to those 
committed by Memphis. 
We shall at another time have something 
to say concerning the Supreme Court de 
cisión, but at present it is not necessary to 
examino i t ; for it is perfectly clear that 
no matter what has been held by any 
Court, no Court can possibly relieve the 
'people of Memphis from the ineffaceable 
stigma their unquestionable dishonesty has 
fastened upon them. No Court lias the 
power to “ consecratea crime," though it 
may by indirection assist knaves to 
evade their responsibilities. The people 
of Memphis owed a debt, and it was their 
duty to pay it. No amount of wriggling 
and squirming and pettifogging can sur­ 
mount that fact. There is only one hon­ 
est way to get rid of debts, and that is by 
paying them. Honest men and houest 
cities do not seek to cheat their creditors ; 
do not ask the Legislature to help them 
repudiate; do not cast about for the 
means of shirking their financial response 
bilitios. Memphis has disgraced itself, 
and published its dishonesty abroad. That 
is the plain truth of the situation, and no 
Supreme Court decision can offset it. It 
owed, and it refused to pay. It was pros­ 
perous, and it swindled its creditors. 
There is no line of demarcation between 
the scoundrelism of individuals and the 
scoundrelism of corporations. Knavery is 
knavery, no matter under what circum­ 
stances perpetrated. Swindling is swin­ 
dling everywhere. To repudiate an honest 
debt is dishonest, no matter who does it. 
J udge Field, in this same Memphis de­ 
cision, observes : “ It is certainly of the 
“ highest importance to the people of 
“ every State that it should make provi- 
“ sion, not merely for the payment of its 
“ own indebtedness, hut for the payment 
“ of the indebtedness of its different 
“ municipalities. Hesitation to do this is 
“ weakness ; refusal^to do it is dishonor. 
“ Infidelity to engagements causes loss of 
“ character to the individual; it entails 
“ reproach upon the State.” Of the truth 
of this there can be no question among 
upright men, and whoever therefore under­ 
takes to assert that this or any other city 
would do well to follow the example of 
Memphis, is giving advice which deserves 
to he characterized as infamous ; which is 
an insult to all honest men ; and which 
should be rejected with scorn and indigna­ 
tion. No city can afford to indulge in 
municipal rascality, nor would the fact that 
it was possible to do so with material im­ 
punity render it any the less objectionable. 
Cities, like men, must fulfill tieir obliga­ 
tions, as the New York Evening Poet says, 
“ not because it is good policy, but be- 
“ cause it is right.” 


SOCIALIST DEMONSTRATIONS. 
The accounts of the Socialist demon­ 
strations held in New York and Chicago 
to applaud the assassination of the Czar 
are disgusting. The idea that it is neces­ 
sary to tolerate such brutalities under the 
plea of preserving the freedom of speech 
is preposterous. The fact is that the 
Socialists are quite as much enemies to 
the Government of the United States as 
they are to any of the Governments of 
Europe. The objects they propose are 
incompatible with the mainteuancs of any 
government whatever. They are as hos­ 
tile to freedom as the most radical deepot. 
We have Eecn in California the evil effects 
of proceeding too literally upon the doc­ 


trines of the Constitution, when for nearly 
two years San Francisco was kept in agi­ 
tation and apprehension, property was 
depreciated and business injured, timid 
people driven away and improvements 
hindered, through the reckless intemper­ 
ance of speech of a handful of blackguards, 
who, under any less Quixotic system, would 
have beeu laid by the heels at the begin­ 
ning of their raid upon society. Socialism 
is an excrescence upon the body politic 
which calls for the knife. It is neither 
more nor less than an attempt to organiza 
the turbulent and criminal elements for 
the purpose of overthrowing government, 
law and order. It is a menace to civiliza­ 
tion, and all its manifestations are alike 
indecent, brutal and insolent. It has been 
carrying its red flags and spouting its 
incendiary j argon in various parts of the 
world for a long time now, bnt history 
affords no instance of its having accom­ 
plished anything. It has brought no re­ 
forms. It has broken no fetters. It has 
elevated no downcast people. It has 
only encouraged and strengthened des­ 
potism by fortifying the impression that 
all protest against tyranny emanated from 
assassins and anarchists, and by its imbecile 
ravings it has in a score of cases alienated 
the 
eympa hies of real friends of 
freedom from the causes which these 
blundering conspirators espoused. 
It 
is time 
the fact 
was 
recognized 
that Socialism, as preached in these days, 
has nothing in common with civilization, 
democracy, or progress. 
It is a blindly 
destructive machinery, capable only of 
outrage and exceES, seeking notoriety 
through the melodramatic agency of mys­ 
tery and disguise, of pass-words and signs 
and grips, of pretense at conspiracy and 
plotting. There are no brain3 behind it, 
and no meritorious purposes before it. It is 
equal to thehiringof assassinsand the post­ 
ing of threatening notices in the dark, and 
that is about all. It is an exotic, and one 
which is repugnant to every American 
tradition and principle. Reverencé for free 
speech was never meant to involve tolera­ 
tion for the insolence and truculence of 
foreign rascals who dare to seize tho occa­ 
sion of a great crime committed in Europe, 
to launch their cowardly threats at the 
heads of prominent citizens of this repub­ 
lic. There íb only one wise policy to 
pursue with such miscreants, and that is to 
suppress them at the first opportunity.

Among the more significant features of 
the inauguration ball at Washington the 
other day, was tho presence of colored 
people in considerable numbers. They 
were educated and well dressed, and of all 
shades. They mingled freely with the 
company, took their full share of the 
dancing, and met with no rudeness or ob­ 
jections. It must be admitted that this 
indicates an advance which would have 
been scouted as impossible a few years ago, 
and which even now would perhaps have 
been impossible anywhere else in the 
country. Prejudices and habit9 of this 
nature are not easily thrown off, and we 
must he content if from time to time some 
such notable sign of progress as here 
recited is afforded. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 
Carpenters have all tho work they can 
do iu Monterey. 
Lyon county, Nevada, is to issue bonds 
amounting to 525,000. 
The Holliater flouring mills are turning 
out 75 barrels of Hour a day. 
The southern counties iu this State are 
crowded with health-seekers. 
There are 1,808 more males than females 
in Walla Walla county, W. T. 
It is exactly 737 miles between Salt Lake 
City and Pha-uix, A. T., of which 225 is 
covered by railroad. 
The sixty-two hales of cotton raised on 
Bellaview ranch, in Kern county, brought 
$2,159 over the cost of production. 
Merced county has 1,271 children attend­ 
ing school, aud received from the State 
83.S58 87 for the support of the same. 
R. Crawford, who has been prospecting 
for coal between Coos Bay, Oregon, and 
Nehalem, says the country is full of it. 
A farmer on Lytle creek, Santa Barbara 
county, has an apple tree which has 
bloomed and fruited this winter, the apples 
being now ripe. 
There is a scarcity of laboring men all 
over Puget Sound; forty loggers could 
now get employment in the vicinity of 
Olympia, W. T. 
There are nineteen persons in Santa 
Barbara county in receipt of pensions from 
the Government, the sum allowed amount­ 
ing to S610 per quarter. 
The incarcerated Mussel Slough settlers 
have written a letter of thanks to the citi­ 
zens of San Jose, who gave an entertain­ 
ment for their benefit which netted 5-100. 
Mr. Welsh of San Mateo county has 
challenged Crittenden Robinson to shoot 
a match for the championship of the State 
and a sum of money not yet determined 
upon. 
B. F. Dowell, of Jackson county, Ore­ 
gon, has picked sound almonds and apples 
from trees on the point of blossoming. 
The winter there must have been one of 
“ ethereal mildness.” 
Iu Carson Valley and Truckee Meadows 
the ranchmen are doing their work in fear 
and trembling. The plow is turning up 
myriads of grasshopper eggs. Some of 
them are seriously considering the pro­ 
priety of putting in no crops this season. 
A gentleman who has been traveling 
through the mining camps of this State 
says that Sierra county will be one of the 
liveliest sections of the State next sum­ 
mer. They are now just beginning iu 
earnest to go after the huge gravel mount­ 
ains that have never before been pros­ 
pected. 
Trout are now so plentiful and so eager 
in the Carson river that when a man makes 
his Appearance on the banks w ith a rod 
and line they follow him up and down the 
stream in schools, smacking their lips, 
wiggling their tails in a friendly manner, 
and doiDg all in their power to attract at­ 
tention.—{Virginia Enterprise. 
There recently passed through Tomb­ 
stone, Arizona, a railroad construction 
party en route to Guaymas, Mexico, 
whither they go to commence the work of 
laying a track toward the Territories of 
Arizona and New Mexico. There are 
thirty-one wagons, most of them six-mule 
teams, aud the outfit was only eleven days 
from Kansas City, direct. They were un­ 
der escort of a company of soldiers from 
Fort Cunningham. 
The Carson (Nev.) Appeal says a faro- 
dealer of that place picked up a newspaper, 
and noticing that in the new version of the 
English Bible there had been a change in 
the Lord’s Prayer, broke forth in a torrent 
of abuse on the compilers, and remarked :

The M ea d e M em o rial —The Women’s 
Auxiliary Committee of the Meade Memo­ 
rial Fund has ohtained from the General 
Government thirty condemned cannon. A 
bill is before the Pennsylvania Legislature 
appropriating $5,000 to the fund, which is 
now a little mote than $25.000. The Trus­ 
tees is-ue a circular to sculptors for sketch 
models and estimates for a broDze eques­ 
trian statue of one and a half life size of 
the hero. Major-Gen. George G. Meade, to 
be erected upon an appropriate pedestal of 
granite in Fair mount Park. Estimates for 
the statue only will be received, and the 
cost must not exceed $25 000. The premi­ 
ums are, for the best model $1,000 ; for the 
next best $600, and for the next best §4C0. 
The time fixed for the forwarding of the 
models is the first day of next September. 
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General I pton’s Dealh—Doubts as to Its 
Being a Suicide. 
New York, March 16th.—The Times says: 
Many army officers here are of the opinion 
that General Upton has been the victim of a 
cowardly assassination. General Hancock 
saiJ to a Times reporter that he had been 
greatly startled by the news. The suicide of 
any officer in the service could not amaze him 
more. He and General Upton were close 
friends. He came out of the rebellion with a 
most enviable record, and at the time of his 
death having a lineal rank as Lieutenant- 
Oolonel of artillery. He was the youngest 
officer in age as well aa term of service in the 
United States army holding that rank, and, 
said General Hancock, “ Judging from his 
acknowledged abilities, his energy and worthy 
ambition and known good-will and apprecia­ 
tion of his superior officers, great honors for 
his future were certain.” The suggestion 
that General Upton may have been 
prompted to suicide by the anticipati >n 
of failing in the recently authorized version 
of Iris tactics, General Hancock declared 
unreasonable ; fear of failure was not one 
of tho characteristics of General Upton iu 
any regard, much less should it hs so in the 
revision of his tactics. Tp these tactics Gen­ 
eral Upton had given many years of close 
ciudy. He was thoroughly their master, and 
he had reduced their elements to such sim­ 
plicity that the matter of failure in pre-enta- 
tion was absurd. The tactics had been in­ 
dorsed by the War Department, aud by the 
same authority had been promulgated for use 
in the United States army. There was no 
opposition to the tactics iu any quarter, and 
the theory of a depression of spirits in such a 
condition is not to be predicted. 
Dr. Hanford, of Brooklyn, whose wife is 
General Upton’s sister, said to a Sun re­ 
porter : “ The General’s suicide could be 
traced to his sufferings from malignant and 
incurable catarrh.” 
The ’World’s Fair. 
New York, March 16th.—The Executive! 
Committee of the new World’s Fair Commis­ 
sion to-day adopted the following resolution 
lie-solved, That members of the Commission and 
the Executive and Finance Committees agree to 
complete the first $1,000,000, either by personal sub­ 
scription or by subscription which they mav obtain 
from others, by.the 15th of April, on condition that 
the transportation companies subscribe to the' cap­ 
ital stock $1.000,000, and that the citizens of New 
York, not represented by companies aud not con­ 
nected with the Commission other than suhsc ibers 
now on the books, will subscribo Si ,000,000. If tiic 
amount speciiiei is not raised by April 15th, it is 
likely that the project will be abandoned. The 
total sum now subscribed Is $956,500. 
Another Arctic Expedition. 
New York, March 16th.—Among the 
stories that are current here is one that 
James Gordon Bennett is seriously contem­ 
plating' another Arctic expedition. Larry 
Jerome, who is in Europe with him, has re­ 
cently written to a friend that wkile Bennett 
is enjoying himself greatly as master of a 
hunt somewhere in England, yet he is wry 
much depressed and anxious over the Arctic 
expedition which he equipped and sent out 
in the name of the Herald. He conceives 
it to be his duty to fit out another expedition 
in seaich of the lost one, and take command 
of it himself. He has already telegraphed to 
stop work on the new yacht ht contemplated 
building in this country, and tliiuks .the 
money he proposed to expend that way 
should be devoted to the building of a vessel 
constructed with a view of encountering the 
ice of the northern seas. Already he has 
had some intei views with Scotch ship-bnild- 
ers on the subject, therefore the news that 
Bennett has seriously entered upon this new 
project may be expected at any time. It is 
a characteristic of Bennett that execution 
follows closely upon the heels of conception. 
The Morey Loiter Increasing In Size. 
New Y ork, March 16th—It is stated in 
well-informed cíteles that the lawyers en­ 
gaged in the Morey letter investigations are 
pushing their investigations, and have about 
reached the bottom facts. Instead of one 
forgery there are three, planned and executed 
by the same parties, and all intended to make 
votes for Hancock. One of these is sai l to 
be the Weaver letter, written to show that 
the Republicans were manipulating the 
greenback campaign. Another is the alleged 
letter from Mrs. Sherman to the editor of a 
Catholic newspaper, advising friends of the 
Church to vote for Hancock, and the Morey 
Chinese letter. 
Business of the Country. 
New York, March 16th.—The Publicvayv : 
The exchanges for the second week oi March 
were naturally much smaller than for the 
first week iu March, and they exceed 
those of the corresponding week of list year 
at every city except two, where the decrease 
was ii:significant. This fact showing a gain 
of 11 5 per cent in the aggregate exchanges 
outside of New York mu<t be regarded as 
surprising, if it is considered, first, that ex­ 
traordinary storms have caused an almost 
total blockade of lines of transportation in 
certain regions, and particularly about Chi­ 
cago and Milwaukee ; second, that the range 
of prices iu fully 12 per cent, below that of 
March, 1880; third, that the recent violent 
shock in the money market has tended to 
cause much hesitancy in business operations. 
Under the circumstances the unusual una­ 
nimity of the increase and magnitude of gains 
of the cities make the return essentially en­ 
couraging. 
Anotlirr Railroad Company in Colorado. 
D en v er, March 16th.—The Denver, Col­ 
orado Springs and Pueblo Railroad filed ar­ 
ticles of incorporation to-day. Tho capital 
stock is placed at $3,000,000, divided into 
30,000 shares. The object is to build a broad- 
gauge road from Pueblo, via Colorado, to 
Denver. Of the three railroad companies— 
the Denver, Utah and Pacific, and Denver, 
Western and Pacific, and Denver, Longmont 
and Pacific—organized to build a railroad 
from Denver, via Longmont, to the Parks, 
the Denver, Western and Pacific is the only 
one which has commenced work, they having 
three hundred teams grading,

Taking all the evidence into 
consideration, with an indication of some 
increase in the acreage, the crop may now he 
considered as generally promising, with the 
prospect of a fair yield, not much, if any, 
less than the preceding year, iu Ohio the 
returns indicate a pretty fair condition of the 
crop, aud a generally favorable outlook. 
There is more complaint in Indiana, and the 
outlook is considerably impaired and generally 
less favorable than a year ago. In Illinois 
favorable reports predominate, and with an 
apparent increase in acreage the prospect 
seems to favor an outcome equal to last year. 
In Missouri and Kansas the reports are al­ 
most uniformly favorable, and show in­ 
creased acreage. In Michigan, the winter 
wheat sections of Wisconsin and Iowa, there 
is much uncertainty yet, the prevailing con­ 
dition seeming less favorable than a year ago, 
excepting perhaps iu Iowa. Kentucky is less 
favorable, aud Tennessee more promising 
than a year ago. Unfavorable weather now 
and in the early future may considerably im­ 
pair the outlook, but, on the other hand, the 
favorable conditions of weather which now 
exist, if they continue a few weeks, will do 
great work in bringing into prominence the 
most promising portions oi the crops.

Oue will tell us to use boiled 
starch, another will say use it cold, and 
another says she cannot get the linen stiff 
enough to suit her men folks without first 
Rising the starch when boiled and then cold. 
1 think the fault in most cases is not in the 
.starching, but in the ironing. Linen will 
not look nice ironed with a rough, dirty 
iron, no matter in what way it is starched. 
It is the soiled look caused hv dirty irons, 
and nota lack of stiffness that most men 
complain of. I do pity the man whose 
lin n comes from the ironing board looking 
only lit for the wash. To prevent this 
soiled appearance it is not necessary to 
have nickel-plated or any other improved 
flatirons ; the old fashioned irons will do 
well enough if kept smooth and clean. 
They should he kept in a dry place to pre­ 
vent rust, and should never remain on the 
stove unless in use. I have noticed those 
who keep them on the gtove from one iron­ 
ing day to another always have rough irons, 
and consequently soiled linen. When they 
are set to cool, always set cn the end as 
they gather moisture if set on the face. In 
using cold starch, do not have the water 
very thick with starch, wet the linen, then 
place it on the ironing board and rub with 
a dry cloth. This will remove the parti­ 
cles of starch that would stick to the iroD, 
and does not take the starch from the linen 
as rinsing it would. I find no trouble in 
doing up starched clothes in a nice manner 
since I have tried thÍ3 way.—[Corr. 
Copyright.—The international copy­ 
right discussion is opening the eyes of 
English readers to the exorbitant prices 
demanded for English hooks in comparison 
with the prices charged in America for the 
works, not of pirated English authors but 
of American authors. 
“ An English 
Reader” says in the Pall Mall Gazette: 
“ The real interest which is opposed to the 
change is that of the readiug American 
public. If "that interest could he concil­ 
iated there would be little to fear from the 
publishers. Of that interest and of their 
behavior to English authors we are accus­ 
tomed to hear very hard things, from the 
days of Dickens downward. But have 
they nothing to say for themselves ? Is it 
the case that they simply refuse to pay fair 
wages for fair work ? or is the state of the 
English hook market such as to inspire 
them with a just fear that if they admit 
unqualified copyright they will have to 
suffer not only from excessive price, but, 
what is of far more importance, from the 
diminished demand and supply which ex­ 
cessive price would create ? If I were an 
American I should feel justified, morally 
and politically, in declining to place the 
supply of good literature within the un­ 
limited control of any publisher, whether 
English or American. The moral of my 
letter is that the Americans have a great 
deal to say for themselves; that it be­ 
hooves our authors, whose real interest 
lies in the widest possible market, to look 
to their own interests ; and that the pre­ 
liminary condition to a market for them in 
America is a reasonable price at home.” 
Heroism .—Miss Frances Power Cobbe, 
in her “ Duties cf Women: a Course of 
Lectures,” says: "Of course no woman 
can be to dull of observation as not to 
know that men are invariably flattered by 
the abject appeal of a woman (especially if 
she be young and pretty) to save her frcm 
some transient peril—a runaway horse, a 
swaying boat, an irascible bull.

The Assassination. 
P a r is, March 16th.—Rochefort and Oliver 
Paine left for Geneva yesterday to obtain 
authentic details of the assassination from 
the Nihilist correspondent. A fresh com­ 
munication from this person was published 
to-day in the Intransigcant, which warns the 
public against attaching too ruuch credence 
to telegrams from St. Petersburg, and de­ 
clares positively that the young man Roussa- 
koff cannot Lave thrown the first bon,b. 
The real criminals, according to the corre­ 
spondent, were inside one of the mansions 
bordering on Rue Millione, but the Russian 
officials found it convenient to let it be sup­ 
posed that the shells were thrown by persons 
in the crowd. None of the assassins have 
been arrested. The inference drawn from 
this statement is that the Emperor was mur­ 
dered by members of the Nihilist fraternity 
holding a high official position. The corre­ 
spondent further affirms that the bombs were 
not inclosed in glass, as stated, arid that only 
five seconds elapsed between the two ex­ 
plosions. Tho last statement is interpreted 
to r ffset the picturesque story about the Czar 
getting out of his carriage to attend the 
wounded. 
ANOTHFR plo t u n e a r x h k d. 
St. P etersbu rg, March 10th.—The "au­ 
thorises having been informed that a mine 
was laid in a small street which enters 
Neusky Prospect, nearly opposite Annitch- 
koff, the palace residence of the new Em­ 
peror, a detachment c f sappers accordingly 
began an exploration from a small shop, the 
owner of which disap; eared three days ago. 
The street wan barricaded to prevent the pub­ 
lic approaching. The rappers, on opening 
up the ground and searching, discovered a 
mine in the above-mentioned shop. The 
mouth was in the shopkeeper’s dwelling- 
roura, concealed under an ottoman. The mine 
passes under the street leading to the 
riding-school, whence the Czar was returning 
Sunday. 
The mine was intended to blow up the Im­ 
perial carriage in case Sunday’s attempt 
failed. 
The 8pot where the Emperor received his 
fatal injury has been inclosed and covered 
with turf, and a sentry of the old regiment 
of the Empercr Paul guards it. 
The body of the dead Emperor was taken 
to day to the great church of the palace. 
The coffin was borne by the Czar, Grand 
Dnke Vladimir, two other Grand Dukes and 
the PriDces of Lutchtenberg and Oldenburg. 
The people in the halls knelt as the pro­ 
cession passed. On its a:rival at the church 
mass for the dead was celebrated. Regalia 
was brought from Moscow and conveyed 
through the streets in state. 
Eight more arrests have been made and a 
quantity of explosives discovered.

occur in a saloon, but in the executive office, 
nr» i th at he dots not go into saloons to talk 
over affairs of State, and is not sccustou,* d 
to visit saloons in Sacramento. 
W hile he did 
tell M r. hludgett that ho would be in time if 
he arrived back here by April 4th, he did so 
in a manner very different from th at indi­ 
cated in the account referred to. 
The 
Govern <r is overwhelmed with applications 
to include this, that, and the o th .r m atter 
in h:B proclamation for the extra session,

The Governor was yesterday waited

T h e T andea T b ia l.—The testim ony for 
the prosecution in the bigamy case was con­ 
cluded a t 2 p. tr. yesterday, and the hearing 
of testim ony for the defense was proceeded 
with. 
No new evidence was given, except 
th a t of M rs. George E . Landes (Hack). She 
adm itted th a t about three days before the 
shooting affair a t defendant’s school in Yolo 
county a letter came addressed to George E. 
Landes from Sacramento, which she received 
and opened. 
I t proved to-be from Mrs. Finn 
(Landes), and was signed “ Y our loving 
J u lia; ” th at she did not then know who 
Julia was and could not now recollect the 
contents of the letter ; th at she went crying 
to a lady friend «br u t it, and talked it over : 
th at she de'e mined to go to Saeramcnto and 
ascertain who wrote such a letter to her hus- 
b .n d ; th at she went to the school-house 
where Mr. Landes waB, and told him she was 
g. ing to Sacramento to nnravel the m atter ; 
th a t he wanted to see the letter but she 
would not let him, hut subsequently she 
showed it to him, and the m atter was settled 
between them and toe reconciliation sealed 
by her holding the le tt.r up and he setting it 
on fire with a match. 
One of the letters in 
evidence, dated A ugust 9, 1S80, purporting 
to bo from def ndant and addressed to Julia, 
was shown to witness. 
She claimed th at he 
could not have w ritten the letter, as they 
(witness and defendant) were together all ot 
th a t day, w ith perhaps the exception of 
tw enty or th irty m inutes; also th at they had 
no envelopes nor paper, and th at he had no 
opportunity to write such a communication. 
A t 5 o’clock P. M. the Court was adjourned 
until 10 A. 51. to-day.

A n interesting and im portant decision was 
yesterday rendered in the Superior Court by 
Judge Denson. 
The decision will be of gen­ 
eral interest, as it is believed to be the firs 
one rendered in the State in relation to the 
effect of the new Constitution upon m ort­ 
gages given prior to it3 adoption, as to the 
party who th ill pay the taxes upon such 
mortgage. 
This is the subject directly con 
tidered and decided below, while two or three 
other points of interest are also included. 
The ca-e was as follows : 
U p n the 17th 
of July, 1878, E. M . Skaggs gave his note to 
Robert Anderson for §10,000, and secured it 
by a mortgage on the property at the south 
east corner of Seventh and K streets iu this 
city. 
The mortgage contained a cliuse pro­ 
viding th a t in case the mortgagor failed to 
pay the taxes upon the property the m ort­ 
gagee nright do so, and the amount so paid 
should he covered and secured by the m ort­ 
gage. 
The mortgage was sub3' juentiy as­ 
signed by A rdéis -n to Will. Beckman. 
Last 
year the mortgage was assessed, as provided 
by tBe new Con-titution, to the holder there­ 
of, for £tbe full value—§10,COO—and the 
property was assessed to the mortgagor- f.-.r 
its value, less the amount of the mortgage. 
Bjckm an paid the tax assessed upon the 
mortgage, and also that assessed against the 
land, es the mortgagor failed to do so. 
The 
mortgage not being paid when due, Beckman 
brought the present suit to foreclose. The d e­ 
fendant conceded the obligation to pay the 
taxes a'seoed on the residuary part above the 
mortgage, but refused to repay the taxes as­ 
s 
against the mortgage itself. The plain­ 
tiff claimed the right to recover this part also, 
upon the giound th at the effect of the new 
Constitution would otherwise be to shift the 
burden from the mortgagor to the m ort­ 
gagee, and make him actually pay the tax-s 
upon the land itself, or a portion thereof, 
and th at the Constitution m ust be so con­ 
strued as not to impair tft- obligations of a 
pre-existing contract. The following is the 
OPINION OF THE COEHT. 
W m. Beckman vs. E . M. Skaggs and W. 
T. Wilson and W ife.—In this case the facts 
were substantially agreed upon at the trial, 
so there is but little controversy except upon 
questions of law involved. 
The action was brought to foreclose a m ort­ 
gage executed in favor of one Robert A nder­ 
son, and by him assigned fo plaintiff, who is 
now the holder and owner thereof. 
The 
debt secured by the mortgage was past due 
when the action was commenced, a-nj there 
was no valid or legally binding extension of 
tirce for payment, even if defendants’ theory 
of the transaction be assumed. 
Plaintiff had 
the right to commence the action when he 
did so. 
The debt was due, and if plaintiff 
promised to wait a day or two for payment 
there is no pretense of any consideration for 
such promise. 
Suit was commenced on the 22J day of 
January, A. D. 1881, and summons served on 
the 24th day of the same m onth. 
(In the 
20th of said m onth the defendaut Wilson 
tendered to the plaintiff the sum of §9.750, in 
‘Unlteff States gold coin, as a paym ent in full 
of the debt, with interest, and all payments 
lawfully made for taxes and insurance, aud 
an att -rney’s fee for the foreclosure suit. 
Plaintiff refused to accept said sum, and said 
defendant then deposited said money iu the 
bank of D. O. Mills k Uo., in his own 
name, but with iu.-tructions 
to pay it 
to plaintiff it he would accept the same, 
On the first day of February, A. D. 1881, 
said defendant filed bis answer herein aud 
drew said money out of said bank, and de- 
po-ited the same with tbe clerk of this C o u rt; 
and he now claims th at by making such ten­ 
der the debt was extinguished, sn.1 plaintiff 
cannot recover any costs incurred since the 
making of such tender. 
Plaintiff replies to 
this up.-n two gr-.unds : F irst, th at alter suit 
brought the law does r.ot recognize a tender 
as Affecting the litigation—an offer of judg­ 
m ent f r a certain and sufficient sum and 
costs being the only means by which a de­ 
fendant can stop the accumulation of costs ; 
and, sec nd, th at the amount tendered was 
insufficient. 
The second objection need not 
lie considered here, as the first is, in my judg­ 
ment, well taken. 
The theory of the law is 
th at when a party institutes legal proceedings 
he is entitled to have not only his due, but 
also a judicial statem eut of the m atter in 
suit. 
A tender of a sum of money out of 
Court does not amount to a judicial determ i­ 
nation and settlement of the que-tions in 
litigation, but the defendant has the right to 
stop the accumulation of costs by tendering, 
not the money, but an off=r to allow judg­ 
ment to be ttk en for all t . which plaintiff is 
entitled. 
H e did not do this, and I hold that 
his tender avails him nothing. 
THE IMPORTANT QUESTION'. 
The principal m atter of litigation, however, 
is as to the amount which plaintiff is en­ 
titled 
to 
recover 
judgm ent 
for herein. 
The following item s are conceded or well 
established: 
Principal and interest on note to January

Plaintiff also claims the sum of §135, 
actually paid by him for State and county 
taxes levied and assessed against the m ort­ 
gage debt in suit for 1880, aud paid by him in 
December. 
The mortgage in suit cjntains 
the following provisions : “ And it is hereby 
agreed that it Bhall be lawful for the said 
mortgagee, his successors or assigns, to pay 
and di-charge at m aturity all taxes or assess­ 
ments, liens or other incumbrances now sub­ 
sisting or hereafter to be laid or imposed 
upon said lot of land and premises, and 
which may be in effect a charg3 thereupon. 
* 
* 
* 
And th at the mortgagor will, on 
demand, repay to the mortgagee in gold coin 
all sums which may have been paid l.y the 
mortgagee to discharge any tax, assessment 
or other lien on said premites * * * and 
th at this mortgage «hall stand as security for 
the repayment to the moitgagee of all sums 
which he shall have paid for any of the pur­ 
poses aforesaid.” These are the only pro­ 
visions of the mortgage affecting the question 
now under consideration. 
The mortgage was 
executed Ju ly 17, 1878, before the adoption 
of the present Constitution, and at a time 
when such securities were not liable to tax­ 
ation. 
• 
Section 4 of Article X III., of the Consti­ 
tution adopted in 1879, among other things, 
says : 
“ A mortgage, deed of trust, contract 
or other obligation by which a debt is se­ 
cured shall, for the purposes of assessment 
and taxation, be deemed and treated as an 
interest™ 
the property affected thereby. 
Except as to railroad and other quasi public 
corporations, in case of debts so secured, the 
value of property affected by such mortgage, 
deed of trust, contract or obligation, less the 
value of such security, shall be assessed and 
taxed to the owner of the property, and the 
value of such security shall be assessed and 
taxed to the owner thereof, in the county, 
city or district in which the property affected 
thereby is situate.” 


ASSESSMENT UNDER TH IS PROVISION. 
This provision of the Constitution is car­ 
ried into effect by the amendm ent of Section 
3627 of the Political Code, which is virtually 
an enactm ent in statutory form of the above 
quoted constitutional provision. 
U nder this statute the Assessor of Sacra­ 
mento county in the year 1880 assessed to the 
mortgagee the mortgage in suit at the face 
value thereof; and to- the mortgagor or his 
vendee the land at the cash value thereof, 
after deducting the am ount of tbo mortgage. 
The tax upon the mortgage for State and 
county purposes was $135, and upon the 
mortgaged 
property was 
§49 50. 
which 
two sums were paid by the plaintiff as the 
assignee of the mortgage. 
There is no ques­ 
tion raised as to the tax upon the land, but 
defendants resist the paym ent of the §135 
paid as taxes upon the mortgage. 
I t may be laid down as an incontrovertible 
proposition, and without argnmeut, th at no 
statute law or State Constitution can impair 
the obligations of contracts, became pro­ 
hibited by Section 10 of A rticle I. of the 
Constitution of the U nited States, and this, 
whether attem pted by direct or indirect 
means. 
(Cummings vs 
Missouri, 4 W all., 
325; ) Henderson vs. Mayor, etc., 2 Otto., 
268). 
. 
U nder the Constitution in force when this 
contract of mortgage was made the m ort­ 
gagee was not bound to pay thi5 tax of $135, 
but under the Constitution adopted since the 
contract was made it is a legal tax. 
If by 
tbe term s cf the contract made between the 
parties the mortgagor had agreed to pay ail 
taxes assessed against the mortgage debt, the 
subsequent adoption of a new Constitution 
would not and could not change the term s of 
th at agreement. 
The mortgagor does not in 
this case contract to pay or repay taxes 
assessed against the debt secured by the 
mortgage, bat only “ taxes ** imposed upon 
said lot of land and premises and which may 
be in effect a charge thereupon.” 
P laintiff’s counsel very ingeniously, and 
with some force, argues th at since the new 
Constitution makes the mortgage an interest

W hile this is Mr. Bush’s best work in tropic 
effects, its finest quality is found in the ease, 
or reixwe, of its peispective. 
As to its color­ 
ing, it is gorgeous, almost florid, but it is free 
from criiteism on this point because it is a 
tropic view. 
The highest m erit in the pic­ 
ture is found in the very successful a t­ 
tem pt to 
portray atmospheric 
coloring. 
F or instance, there is a rose-tint over the 
mountains in the left background—on the ob­ 
verse slope of the range—which rises to the 
highest realm of art. 
I t is a pervadiBg color 
in the mist, or haze, and is exquisite in the 
extreme.

the land itself ; and th at under his contract 
he can recover back the am ount so paid. 


w hat is meant by th e constitution ? 
Ju s t what the members cf the Constitu­ 
tional Ccmver.tioii m eant by declaring m ort­ 
gages to be an interest in the land mortgaged, 
for the purposes of assessment and taxation, 
it is difficult to say. 
Plaiutiff here claims" 
th at the effect of such declaration is to divide 
the owner-hip of the land, so th at the m ort­ 
gagor and mortgagee shall be deemed the 
owners of separate titles to the land in pro­ 
portion to each other as the amount secured 
by the mortgage is in proportion to the value 
ot the entire estate. 
B ut I am inclined to 
take a different view. 
In my judgm ent this 
declaration simply goes to the extent of at­ 
taching the mortgage debt to the land for the 
purpo.-e of fastening a lien thereon for the tax 
upon the mortgage debt. This view is carried 
out by other provisions, by which either party 
is authorized to pay the tax upon the land or 
upon the mortgage debt, and if the tax upon 
the land le paid by tbe moitgagee he may 
charge it up, and collect it as part of the 
sum secured by his mortgage ; and if the tax 
upon the mortgage debt be paid by the m ort­ 
gagor, he m ay charge the amount as so much 
paid upon his debt. 
The m anifest intention of the Convention 
was to frame a Constitution th at would c ¡mnel 
the payment of taxes upon secured d eb ts; 
th at is, to make taxable th at which was be­ 
fore not taxable. 
T h e tiL c tn f the provisions 
of the Constitution was the creation, for pur­ 
poses of revenue, of a new species of prop­ 
erty, and the exception, iu part, of certain 
other properly from taxation. 
I t will also be observed th at it is not the 
mortgage interest in the land which is to be 
assessed and taxed, but the “ value of the 
mortgage, trust deed, contract,” etc. 
Auxin, in this State a mortgage is not, for 
general purp ses, an interest in, or title to 
the iand mortgaged, but is a mere incident to 
the indebtedness, and affects the land only to 
the extent of subjecting it to a lien for the 
paym ent of the indebtedness secured. 
This is the sole and entire effect of the 
constitutional provision making a mortgage 
an interest iu real estate for the purposes of 
revenue, and means no more than if the 
clause had read, “ .Mortgages shall be Habi­ 
to assessment at their value tor taxation, and 
the tax assessed thereon shall constitute a 
lien against the mortgaged property.” 
EFFECT PRODUCED BY ¡T. 
B ut it is said the effect produced by this 
construction will be to lift a portion of the 
burden from one of the contracting parties 
and place it upou the «boulders of the other, 
and at a cursory glance it seems to be so. 
This, however, is not the curreet view. 
The 
new Constitution amounted to an entire revis­ 
ion ot the fundam ental law of the State. 
I t made certain property liable to taxation 
which before had been exempt, and exempted 
property which 
before 
had 
been liable. 
Growing crop-, for instance, were formerly 
liable to taxation, but are by this instrum ent 
exempted, while choses in action were for­ 
merly exempted and are now liable. 
I t was 
not the intention cf the framers of the Con­ 
stitution to take the buiden from the m ort­ 
gagor and put it upon the mortgagee, but to 
make the mortgagee’s previously exempt 
property liable to taxation, and while the 
mortgagor’s burden is pro tanto Ughtened, the 
Constitution does not iu intention or in fact 
impair the obligations of the contract be­ 
tween the patties. 
A t the time the security 
was given, mortgages beiug unassessable, the 
jarti rs did not evidently consider the possi­ 
bility of taxes being laid thereon, and made 
no contract iu relation th ereto ; but they 
kr.étv- at the time th at (hq land would be as­ 
sessed end taxed, and síñeé tiié inortgagór 
might neglect to pay his taxes, and thereby 
endanger the security, the mortgagee ex­ 
acted a clause perm itting him to pay taxes 
and tack the amounts paid to his principal 
debt, and hold the land for the whole. 
DEDUCTION AND CONCLUSION. 
Suppose the new Constitution had made all 
the provisions above quoted, except the one 
exempting the mortgaged land in p ait from 
assessment and taxation. 
Then the land 
would have 
been assessable 
at its full 
value, and the mortgage debt at is full value, 
the whole being a lien against the land. In 
that case it could hardly be claimed th at the 
tax upon the value of the secured indebted­ 
ness was a tax upon the land ; and if not in 
th at case, the mere exemption of a part of 
the value of the laud from taxation cannot 
be considered ¡¡a changing the tax laid upon 
the mortgage from a tax upon his money 
loaned to a tax upon the land to which he 
looks for security. 
M y conclusion is th at the $135 paid by 
plaintiff for taxes upou the mortgage debt 
was net a tax upun or against the land within 
the meaning cf the contract between the ¡ ar- 
t ’le-, and cannot be recovered back from the 
defendant. 
The only remaining question is as to the 
amount to be allowed plaintiff for an attor­ 
ney’s fee for foreclosing the mortgage. 
A 
m ajority of the witnesses examined fixed the 
amount of a reasonable charge at five per 
cent, of the am -unt found due, but some 
thought a somewhat Btnaller .-urn sufficient. 
Iu my judgment, from the evidence, the sum 
of $400 is reasonable, and the fee will be fixed 
at th at figure. 
Counsel will prepare and subm it findings 
and judgm ent in accordance with the views 
herein expressed.

S t i l l w a t e r (Mian.), March 16th.—A sin­ 
gular aud horrible uxoricide is exciting the 
people of this county. Late Monday night 
John Talan entered the pallor of Will- 
house’s Hotel at Marine, a little town ten 
miles from here, and finding his wife sitting 
on a sofa with her babe in her arms, and two 
other children by her side, leveled a Win­ 
chester rifle at her, and remarking that she 
had gone back an him, fired.

FROM PARIS. 


TWO ART SOCIETIES — THEIR EXHIBI­ 
TIONS 
AND ENTERTAINMENTS. 


The Preparations Made for Celebrating 
Victor Hugo’s Eightieth Birth­ 
day—A Notable Event 


1’aris, February 11, 1881. 
Previous to the opening of the salon nu­ 
merous small exhibitions of art take place 
throughout Paris at the different literary 
and artistic clubs. These exhibitions differ 
in more than one respect from the grand 
public one, inasmuch as the majority of 
the artists, or a great portion of them, are 
amateurs whose social standing has opened 
the door of the club to them, but whose 
artistic talents would probably not open 
to their, the door ot the salon. Then, al­ 
though some ef the most celebrated artists 
arc members of the society, no large can­ 
vases are ever seen, no grand interpreta­ 
tion effected. 
All pictures, in fact, are of 
small size, such as would properly adorn a 
private salon ; but that does not prevent 
some of them being veritable chefs d'cenrre. 
There are two of these clubs, the one of 
oldest date and the largest being that of the 
Place Vendóme, to which artists of long 
standing only belong, for instance, Gerome 
and others, who no longer expose at the 
salon, but permit some private order to be 
here exhibited before being delivered to 
the owner. 
This society is formed of the 
members of the Jockey Club, the richest 
and moss influential social organization of 
the French capital. Their exhibitions take 
place iu a large rotunda built expressly for 
the purpose, and on the tioor above, ex­ 
tending over the front part of the building, 
are the spacious end elegant rooms of the 
club. 
On entering the door leading to 


THI5 ART ROOMS, 
One immediately inbales an atmosphere of 
luxury and elegance ; there stands a whole 
regiment of servants in rich liveries of 
kuee-brseches and buckled shoes, who lock 
at your card and indicate the direction you 
are to taka. 
Yoa follow R hall, one Bide 
composed of an immense mirror, the other 
side of red velvet drapery, while you walk 
on soft velvet carnet, after which you en­ 
ter a very large room furnished and adorned 
iu the same manner, where velvet fau- 
teuils and eofas 
lino 
the 
walls or 
fill the center of tbo room. 
It is from 
this room, where tired visitors repose, that 
you enter the art gallery. 
Tnere is the 
same soft carpet for your feet, and aside 
from the agreeable effect produced by the 
collection of charmiDg pictures, the statues 
and statuettes, placed on pedestals and scat­ 
tered through tho center of the room, in­ 
crease the attractiveness and beauty of the 
surronndings. One of the liveried servants 
seated behind a table hands you a cata 
logne as you pass in, and which you de­ 
posit on the same table on going out. 
Ir 
order to penetrate into this precinct sacred 
to art, yon must be armed with a card 
such as are distributed in rather large num­ 
bers to all the members of the club,.who 
distribute them to their friends, and who, 
in turn, lean them to their acquaintances, 
for the Eame card serves during the entire 
exhibition. 
As may be seen, in this way a 
great- m a n y persons are admitted, while the 
vulgar crowd are kept at a distance, and a 
select character is given to the entertain­ 
ment. 
It is in faot for the reason that the 
attendance on these exhibitions is a privi­ 
lege that the beau-monde hasten to profit 
by i t ; indeed it is a genre which the rich 
and elegant affect, although their artistic 
tastes may never have recfeived aDy culti­ 
vation or encouragement. 
The social 
nature of these clubs is not entirely de­ 
voted to painting and sculpture, for litera­ 
ture also has its share, and often 


PELK1HTV0L ENTERTAINMENTS 
Are given in the evening, when a little 
comedy of one of tho members is played 
by the most distinguished artists of the 
different theaters, /who manage to some­ 
times render an indifferent play agreeable 
and the soiree exceedingly pleasant. Some­ 
times it is a small .comedy by some well- 
known writer, who thus keeps ftp the 
general interest of the society and main­ 
tains its eclat, since these pieces are never 
reproduced elsewhere, and only friends of 
the member* of the olub are permitted to 
enjoy them. 
Whereas the elected few are 
members of this club, many young artists 
of growing talent, but neither rich nor 
yet famous enough, are entirely shut out 
in the cold, bo that some three or four 
years ago they decided on creating a club 
for themselves, which they did, calling 
it the Cerele Artist «¡ve el Lilteraire, and the 
rooms were established on the Rue Vo’.ney 
W ith the oo-operation of some rich bour­ 
geois and levers of art and literature, one 
largo sail*, with a hull and private staircase, 
were fitted up with much less richness and 
■elegance than the other clnb, but with 
comfort and attractiveness. 
A number of 
lackeys are also in attendance, but their 
more modest attire corresponds with the 
surroundings. This club has held an ex­ 
hibition since the lir^t of this month, to 
close on the SGth. 
There are quite a num­ 
ber of pictures, all, with the exception of 
two oT three, small in size, and while there 
is nothing eaillmt- the average is very good 
and the exhibition exceedingly interesting. 
Ill any artists who belong to the club of the 
Piaco Vendóme belong also to this ; for 
instance, 
Oarolus 
Duran, wno exposes 
two portraits of children—one the little 
son of his friend, Jules Clairetie, a well 
known French novelist affd dramatist, per­ 
haps the most prolific writer of the pres­ 
ent day- 
Although many persons refuse 
to accept Carolus Duraa as a painter of 
much superior talent, since he possesses 
no imagination or art cf composition, yet 
are all obliged to concede that no modem or 
ancient artist, unless we except the cherubs 
of Murillo, ha* ever painted children with 
such truthfulness aiid beauty. 
He has 
created his enviable reputation principally 
thron -h portraits of fcis. own- children, for 
he has quite a large family, and it is easy 
to believe that paternal affection has on 
many occasions inspired his brush. 
At 
thi3 exposition is to be seen a most beauti­ 
ful tnwii by Michel Bouquet, which repre- 
«aiita a landacace of varied colors and 


shadings, so that it is easy to take it for a 
fine oil painting. 
A PICTURE 
O' genre which attracted my attention 
•presents a fat, jolly monk seated in a chair 
in the hall of the monastery, with a book 
in one hand, while with the other he holds 
his side with laughter ; near by stands an­ 
other monk, who apparently has just en­ 
tered and knows nothing of the contents 
of the volume, but who is stupidly laugh­ 
ing from the contagion which jolly laugh­ 
ter produces. 
In contrast to the barren 
walls and gloomy interior, through an 
open window is seen a garden dressed in 
all 
the 
bright, 
rich “ verdure of 
a 
tunny spring day. 
The two most im­ 
portant 
pictures 
are 
placed in the 
hall, and are not 
only the 
largest 
but are the only two water-colors exposed. 
One is called “ Le Bat-a-l’eau,” and is by 
Printeau ; it represents a stag chased to 
the water's brink by both the dogs and 
hunters; all are reflected in the limped 
stream, the dogs, the stag, and the bun 
ters on horseback, with their bright red 
coats, and horns to their mouths, thus pre­ 
senting a most animated and brilliant 
picture. 
But the most important of all is 
a large aquarelle by Emile Levy ; it repre­ 
sents a young girl or woman in the dress 
of the Directoire, with the large white leg­ 
horn hat and feathers, the neck, arms and 
shoulders exposed, the long white mittens, 
the short-waisted white dress, and a bou­ 
quet of flowers in her hands. 
The face 
without being beautiful is pleasing to be­ 
hold, and so soft and harmonious are the 
colorB, and the figure, which is life size, is 
so exquisitely drawn, that one never tires 
looking at it. 
Never have I looked upon 
such a beautiful water-color since the days of 
the grand exposition, wheie were to be seen 
the same charming works of art in the Eng­ 
lish section of painting. 
Indeed, it was at 
that time only the French realized that 
they either possessed little talent for water 
coloring, or that it was an art entirely 
neglected in their country, and since that 
moment many of the first artists have 
abandoned their oils to essay their hand in 
the production of aquarelles. 
They de­ 
termined to make up for lost time, and im­ 
mediately organized a society of water 
color painters, and as it was considered a 
great honor to be a member of it, a large 
number of well-known artists joined it on 
presentation of some exquisite work. They 
each year have an exhibition and their 
numbers continually increase. 
Mr. Emile 
Levy has never been known as an aquarel- 
liste until at the present day, but belongs 
to that corps of strong artists whose works 
line the walls of the Musee of the Luxem­ 
bourg. 
VICTOR HUGO. 
The whole country is excited over the 
approaching 
fete 
of the 
great 
poet. 
The proposition to celebrate the 80th 
birthday of Victor Hugo in anticipation 
of the coming year has proved a spark 
which has kindled a fire 
from one 
part of the land to the other. 
Every­ 
body seems anxious to contribute his little 
mite of admiration on this eventful occa­ 
sion. 
All associations, from the literary 
and musical societies down to the corpora­ 
tion of furniture dealers, have begged per­ 
mission to join the procession and take 
part in the demonstrations. To judge 
from the preparations going on, it would 
seem tho intention of the poet’s friends of 
rendering him deaf, blind and mu e, for 
there will be more presented to his ears 
and eyes than any mortal has yet been 
able to withstand. 
After the programme 
was decided upon, the President of the 
Committee of Organization sent a letter to 
Lonis Blanc and Ernest llenan, notifying 
them that they had been nominated hon­ 
orary members of the committee, to which 
both distinguished gentlemen answered in 
warm, enthusiastic words. 
During the 
meeting of organization, Louis Blanc was 
tho President of honor, and the committee 
was elected by an assembly of the repre­ 
sentatives of the Parisian press and associ­ 
ation of artists. 
Resolutions were voted : 
First, that the fete of Victor Hugo will be 
celebrated at Paris, Sunday, the 27th of 
February, 1881 ; that is to say, the 
day on which the poet will enter his 
eightieth year ; second, that the solemnity 
should not only be a Parisian fete but also 
a great national fete, and hence delegations 
from all the cities of France will be in­ 
vited to take part in it, besides invitations 
are to be addressed to foreigners. 
Third, 
in the name of the population of Paris and 
of the delegations, a large natura’ laflrel 
tree transformed into an arhre tl'or, and 
on whose branches will be inscribed the 
titles of the poet's works, will be offered 
to Victor Hugo. 
Fourth, the population 
of Paris and "the delegations will be in­ 
vited to meet on the 27th, at roon. on the 
Place de l’Arc de Triumphe, where the 
procession will be formed by the commis­ 
saries of the fete. 
They will start down 
the avenue d’Eylan, file off before the 
house of the poet (No. 130 of the avenue), 
and will throw on an estrade, elevated ex­ 
pressly for that purpose and where the 
laurel tree will 
be placed, bouquets, 
couronnes, natural flowers, palm leaves 
and olive branches. 
Measures will be 
taken by the committee of organization 
that a sufficient quantity of olive and palm 
brauches mav be placed at the disposal of 
the puolic. 
Fifth, the musical and or- 
plieons societies of Paris and the depart­ 
ments will be invited to mingle in the 
procession. 
Sixth, on the same day, at 
2 o’clock in the afternoon, under the pres­ 
ide nee of Louis Blanc, a grand musical 
and literary matinee will take place in the 
salle des fetes of the Trecadero, with the 
assistance of the principal artists of the 
theaters of Paris. 
Orators will be the in­ 
terpreters of the 


ADMIRATION AND LOVE 
Of the French people for Victor Hugo. 
A poem will be recited in honor of the 
poet and the different artists will render 
several of his works—poetry, drama and 
prose. 
A certain number of places at a 
fixed price will be placed at the disposal of 
the public. Two thousand places will be 
distributed gratuitously, and to avoid too 
great a crowd at the ga'e of the Palai-, 
tickets of these two thousand places will 
be sent in equal numbers to the mayor of 
each arrondissement, where the public some 
days before the fete can have them deliv­ 
ered to them. This manner of proceeding 
has already been practiced with success. 
The programme will be published. 
Sev­ 
enth—In order to generalize the fete, the 
Committee of Organization will have an 
understanding with the Directors of the 
different theaters 
of 
Paris so as to 
succeed 
in 
having 
the 
works 
of 
Victor 
Hugo 
interpreted 
by 
the 
best 
artists 
of 
the 
theaters 
and 
added to the programme of the representa­ 
tions. 
Eighth—A bronze medal, com­ 
memorative of the fete of the 27th of Feb­ 
ruary, will be struck off. 
It will have on 
one side the image of the poet, with this 
name in exergue: “ Victor Hugo,” and 
around the side, “ Le siecle ara it deux 
a n s." 
It will have on the other side, 
“ Le 27 fevrier, 1SS1. les Francais ont 
celebre la fete de Victor Hugo ” This medal 
will be placed at the disposal of the public 
on the best possible terms. 
Ninth—In 
order to defray the different expenses 
which the above propositions will entail, a 
sum will be previously levied on the re- 
ceiptsof the matinee of the Trocadf ro. T1 e 
surplus amount will be distributed among 
the poor of Paris. 
Such are the general 
arrangements adopted by the committee, 
without prejudice to new resolutions which 
might be proposed and adopted.

T u c s o n ,

16th.—There is great 
excitement here over the stage robbery last 
night at Benson, and the later particulars 
are very interesting. Detective R. H. Paul 
was on the box with the driver at the time, 
and his double-barreled Winchester rested by 
his side. It is believed that 


THE COW BOTS WEBS COMPLETELY SURPRISED 
To find Paul upon the stage, as no two of 
them would attempt to tackle Paul. At the 
first word, “ Hold ! ” Paul coolly reached for 
his gun. exclaiming, “ By God! I hold for 
nobody ! ” It is a question who fired first, 
Paul or the robbeis ; but the crack of the 
rifles was almost simultaneous, frightening 
the leaders into a run. Paul emptied both 
barrels of his gun, and also his revolver, 
while the stage was rattling along as fast as 
the horses could haul it. The driver had 
fallen dead from the box, and a passenger 
who 
was 
upon 
the 
box was 
dying 
with 
a mortal 
wound. 
As 
soon 
as 
Paul 
could 
regain 
the 
lines 
that 
had fallen from the hands of Bud Philpot, 
who was shot through the heart, he drove on 
and transferred Wells, Fargo & Co.’s box 
and the United States mail intact to J. D. 
Kinnear, the agent of the line at Benson, 
and the frightened passengers were sent 
through to Tombstone. Paul thgn started 
back, accompanied by four men, to the scene 
of the attack. Later particulars are awaited 
here with great interest. It is well known 
that 
a v ig il a n c e c o m m it t e e 
Was lately formed at Tombstone, backed by 
all the money necessary, to take these par­ 
ties in hand and teach them a lessor. These 
acquainted with the cowboys, however, 
6toutly aver that had they known Paul was 
upon the stage no attempt would have been 
made upon it. 
A-sistant Superintendent 
Rowell, of Wells, Fargo & Co., was lately in 
Arizona, but was seized with malarial rheu­ 
matism and compelled to return to San Fran­ 
cisco sooner than intended. It is unknown 
what were the consultations between this 
officer and detective Paul, but ever since the 
latter has been detailed to supervise the 
Tombstone route, and the result shows that 
such precaution was necessary. Paul has 
since been with Wells, Fargo’s treasure-box 
every trip. 
The Anglo-California Bank 
lately shipped very heavy treasure to their 
Tombstone correspondents, which the com­ 
pany alleged as the reason for the extra pre­ 
caution ; but it is believed that detective 
Paul, becoming aware of the secret intention 
of the cowboys to attack the stage at a favor­ 
able moment, brought Mr. Rowell here in 
haste, and even in ill health, to help thwart 
their plans. The occurrence last night con­ 
clusively proves that Wells, Fargo’s officers 
have been well advised, and were well pre­ 
pared to defend their treasure-box. Further 
particulars from Paul are anxiously awaited. 


a p a s s e n g e r ’s s t a t e m e n t . 


T u c s o n , March 16th.—One of the passen­ 
gers on the stage when attacked last night has 
arrived, and states that four men made the 
attack. The word “ Hold !” and two shots 
were simultaneous. One of the robbers was 
seen to reel and fall after detective Paul first 
fired. Roerig, who was on top of the stagef 
was shot as the horses were dashing away 
from the robbers. He bled to death shortly 
after arriving at Beascn. 
Roerig was a 
mining man from Denver, formerly of Wis­ 
consin. There were twelve shots fired by the 
robbers. Nothing has been heard from Pani 
since he returned to the scene of the attack 
last night.
